The petition presented to King 
Albert by the national political 
committee urging him to refuse to 
sign the peace treaty, declares the 
nation would gain prestige in the 
eyes of the world if her sovereign 
declined to attach his signature to 
a document which did not guaran- 
tee her rights. 

“In the last few days,” says tne 
petition, 
us. We echo public opinion, which 
is constantly growing, and which is 
indignant at the little which is 
offered us for the safety of Belgium 
and the dynasty. Be beg your maj- 
esty to refuse to sign the treaty, 
rather than acccpt alms given us. 
By leaving the conference Belgium 
wyould show the immorality of a 
peace signed without her. 

“By sacrificing herself she would 
train prestige in the eyes of the 
world, and the. nations would de- 
mand that justice should be done 
her. We believe it would be better 
to risk = having nothing, rather 
Shan abdicate our rights to the rep- 
aration and guarantees promised 
by most solemn assurances, In the 
midst of the nation’s distress we 
commit to your hands our desire 
and our confidence.”

Rub this mixture between your 
hands to thorousrhly mix and then 
rub in two level tablespoons of 
shortening. It is most important 
to be accurate in measuring. If you 
usé more than two tablespoons of 
shortening the doughnuts’ will be 
over-short, soak up the fat and 
break apart. 

Now make a well in the center 
of the flour by patting it firmly 
against the sides of the bowl. Into 
the measuring cup break one egg 
and then fill the cup with water or 
milk (either one will do and will 
make good crullers). Pour the wa- 
ter and egg into the well and then 
take a knife or a spoon and beat to 
thoroughly mix the egg and water. 
Then work in the flour until you 
have a smooth, moist dough. 

Dust the molding board very 
lightly with flour and then roll out 
about one-quarter of the dough. Dip 
the cutter in the flour and then 
proceed to cut out. Lay on the 
prepared cloth and cover each row 
at once to prevent drying out. Now 
shake off the flour on the trim- 
mings left from cutting the dough- 
nuts and gather into a pile. Lift 
out another portion of the dough 
and lay the trimmings fn the center. 
Fold over and then dust the board 
again lightly with flour. Roll and 
cut and continue in this manner, 
taking care not to use too much 
flour to make the dough any stiffer.

OMSK GOVERNMENT 
MAKING PROGRESS. 

Omsk, Monday, April 21.—The 
Omsk government has accomplish- 
ed in months what other’ govern- 
ments saddled with similar recon- 
struction work have taken years to 
achieve. When Admiral Kolchak 
took control of the administration 
there was virtually nothing in 
Siberia resembling a central gov- 
ernment. 

There were remnants of the old re- 
gkime, badly disorganized, and va- 
rious parts of Siberia were barely 
able to maintain local control with- 
out affiliation one with the other. 

Utilizing the available sections of 
the government military forces, Kol- 
chak continued to gain strength and 
recognition until at present his 
authority extends beyond the Urals 
to the Pacific. This territory em- 
braces 70,000,000 people but there 
are a few elements which do not ac- 
knowledge Kolchak’s authority. 
These elements, in the opinion of 
competent observers, would have 
given this recognition excepf for 
foreign interference. 

Lack of a Suitable Code. 

One of the greatest deficiancies 
confronting Admiral Kolchak is the 
jack of a code suitable for the 
changed conditions. Practically all 
the laws of the monarchy mugt be 
rejected or re-constructed., ‘The 
council of ministers sits daily, often 
late into the night, perfecting a 
system of legislation, and each day 
an official bulletin is issued embody- 
ing a dozen new Yaws as a result of 
the deliberations. 

This is being accomplished in spite 
of the lack of mén experienced in 
governmental and military affairs, 
due to the scattering or annihila- 
tion of the intelligent element. Few 
of those occupying political and mil- 
itary posts have had previous train- 
ing. Kolchak himself has not had 
extensive experience in directing af- 
fairs. Most of his ministers at best 
filled some subordinate office in the 
old regime. The responsibility had 
heen thrust upon them, and thev are 
doing their best to rise to the emer- 
pency. 

Encouraging Co-Operation. 

Encouraging co-operation comes 
from the “bloc” consisting of rep- 
resentatives of the co-operative so- 
cieties, the profession unions, the 
constitutional democratic party, so- 
cial revolutionists, social democrats 
and Cossacks. Naturally there are 
many shades of political opinion in 
this body, but its members have an- 
nounced themselves as definitely in 
accord on two points—in their sup- 
port of Kolchak and in the procla- 
mation barring out the Bolsheviki. 

On all sides among Russians there 
is heard regret expressed that the 
lnited States “has not seen fit to 
exert its influence in support of the 
better element of the population.” 
While the officials seemingly un- 
derstand that the United States is 
far from favoring the Bolsheviki, 
thev find it difficult to combat the 
popular impression. British and 
rench influnece is paramount in 
this part of Russia, because of the 
friendly attitude of these sfovern- 
ments which leads the struggling 
administration of northern Russia to 
reply on them for council and di- 
rection.

Fifteenth Anniversary of Cy Young’s

The first no-hit, no-man-to-first- 


base game in the history of modern | 
baseball was pulled off fifteen years | 


ago today, May 65, 1904, with old Cy 
Young as the twirling hero ~- the 
remarkable contest.

Throughout the nine innings not an 
Athletic got a hit or by other means 
set his feet on the first sack. This 
feat has been repeated only a few 
times in league ball. In 1906 Tom 
Fisher, pitching for Shreveport, in 
the Southern league, prevented any 
Montgomery player from reachi.ig 
first base. In 1908 Charles Evans, 
of the Hartford club of the Con- 
necticut league, pulled off a similar 
stunt in a game with Bridgeport. 
Later 
into the hall of fame by pitching 
a no-hit game for Cleveland in 
which no Chicago player even start- 
ed around the. bases. Cy Young 
pitched his first no-hit game away 
back in 1897, for the Cleveland Na- 
tionals, and in 1908 he pulled off a 
similar stunt for Boston, but in 
both of these contests plavers of 
the opposing teams reached first. 

It was in a game between the Cass 
club of Detroit and the St. Louis 
Reds, played at Iona, Mich., in 1876, 
that Jimmy Galvin, of the Reds, 
pitched the first no-hit game in 
which no player reached first base, 
which was also the first no-hit 
game in the history of baseball. 
Richmond, the great Worcester 
pitcher, was the first in the Nation- 
al league to pull off a no-hit no-man- 
to-first game. In 1879 and 1880 
tichmond turned the trick three 
tiems, although but once when the 
Worcester club was represented in 
the National league. There were 
two such contests in the National 
league in 1880. John M. Ward, then 
with Providence, being resnonsible 
for the other in a contest with Buf- 
falo. That was the last such feat 
in any league until Cy Young re- 
vived the stunt fifteen years ago.

Joe Coburn defeated Mike McCoole 
in sixty-three rounds at Charleston, 
Md., on this date in 1863. Bv his 
Coburn became the heavy- 
weight champion of America.

Washington, May 4.—Taxes im- 
posed under the new revenue act on 
“ gales by manufacturers, producers 
and importers on the sales of works 
of art and jewelry, and on trans- 
portation, were explained by Com- | # 
missioner of Internal Revenue Ro- 
per in a series of rulings made pub- 
lic today. 

The tax on sales by manufac- 
turer, producer or importer, the 
commissioner has ruled, is payable 


directly by him or hits agent, and is 
measured by the price for which the 
article is sold, and not on the list 
price, when that differs from the 
sale price. The tax is payable on 
a sale whether or not the purchase 
price is actually collected, and dis- 
counts for cash, or made _  subse- 
quently to the sale, may not be de- 
ducted. If an article is increased in 
price to cover the tax, the tax is 
on the increased price. 

The manufacturers’ taxes cover a, 
number of articles, including auto-'§ 
mobiles, parts and accessories; mu- 
sical instruments, sporting goods 
confections, furs and firearms, and 
ranges from 3 per cent, on automo- 
bile trucks and wagons, to 100 per 
cent on dirk knives and daggers. 

The jewelry sales tax is 5 per 
‘cent, and applies to articles to be: 
worn for the purpose of adornment, 
according to the ruling. Articles 
carried in a handbag or in the~-: 
pocket, such as cigarette cases 
powder boxes and purses, are tax- 
able as jewelry only if ornamented 
with precious stones.
